THE FRENCH TARIFF CONVENTION. 

LONDON, June 10.—In the Commons last 
evening Dilke, the Under-Foreign Secretary, 
said the Anglo-FrenchCommissioners were now 
en ages on a draft of a convention and tariff 
wh 0 has been confidentially communicated 
by France. Some items are worse than the statu 
quo and some better. Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, he said, were thoroughly alive to the 
injuries which might be inflicted on the British 
trade by the the exclusion through the opera- 
tion of specific duties of cheaper kinds of ar- 
ticles and would not consent to any scale 
causing such exclusion. Some points were al- 
ready —.— settled in regard to tron, 
steel chemicals and rr but the intentions 
of France in regard to the most important 
question, namely that of textiles, had not yet 
been formally announced.

THE PRISONERS. 

LIVERPOOL, June 1U.—rhe persons captured 
in the attempt to blow up the town hal! have 
been identified as Liverpool Irishmen, named 
McKevett and Roberts. Both werejwell sup- 
plied with money. Documents were found In 
their possession connecting themzwith Fenian- 
ism. Roberts has been for some years in 
America. 

The prisoners will also be charged to-morrow 
with complicity in the attempt to blow up the 
Central Police Station of this city the night of 


May 6. 
IN THE COMMONS, 

LONDON, June 10.—In the Commons Har- 
court, the Home Secretary, statéd both Irish- 
men arrested in Liverpool this morning in 
connection with the attempt to blow up the 
town ball recently arrived from America. 

Gladstone said there was no foundation 
whatever for the statement. The Government 
intends to abandon portions of the land bill.

PRESS OPINIONS. 

PARIS, June 10.—The~- Republique Fran- 
caise, Gambetta’ organ admits the defeat of 
its party and compares the vote on the Scrutin 
de Liste inthe Senate yesterday to the reac- 
tionary proceedings of the 16th ot May, 1877. 
The relations between the Senate Chamber. of 
Deputies, it says, will now became great 
strained, A general election, preceded 
as it will by a r agitation, 
will be adverse to the Senate if the poome ro- 
nounce in favor of the Scrutin de Liste. he 
article concludes as follows: 

‘*We are not discouraged. We shall regain 
our liberty of action and shall use it. 

The moderate journals declare the question of 
the Scrutin de Liste wi'l now be referred to the 
electoral body, which is its natural judge. 

The irreconcilable and monarchist papers 
profess to regard the vote as putting an end to 
Gambetta’s dictatorship. Tere are rumors 
current that Constans, Minister of the Interior, 
Cozat, Minister of Justice, and Gen. Farre, 
Minister of War, will tender their resignations 
and that Gambetta will resign the presidency 
of the Chamber of Deputies.

TUNIS, June 10.—The Franco-Tunisian treaty 
has been ratified. Roustan, the French min- 
ister, has informed the foreign representatives 
here that the Bey by special decree has ap- 
pointed him sole intermediary for the transac 
tion of business with them.

It will be observed that this ‘‘temporary 
contract” was promptly approved by Mayor 
OVERSTOLZ, who was at that time a candidate 
for re-election and was depending !argely on 
the KNAPPS and their valuable influence.

Startling Facts and Figures Alleged 
by the Commissioner,

The second annual report of the Bureau 
ot Labor Statisties of Missouri, for 
the year ending January 1, 1881, 
has just been issued. The 
yolume contains 300 pages, and enters very 
completely into labor and labor organiza- 
tions. The opening chapter, headed“ Wages 
and Mode of Payment,“ is a statistical ex- 
niht of the“ truck“ trade in this State and 
its eviis. 

Out of 577 reports made by employes from 
ostablishments of all kinds, 143 of these es- 
tablishments were paying wages in scrip, 

hecks, orders, ete. After a review of the 
futile legislation against this system in 
other States, the Labor Commissioner con- 
cudes the chapter by — that notwith- 
standing the bill of rights provides that 
persons have a right to the enjoyment of 
the gains of their own industry, “the only 
itstance on record in the legislative 
bistory of Missouri to abolish 
the iniquitous ‘truck system,’ which has 
en shown torobthe lanorer of the enjoy- 
mentof the gains of his own industry, was 
deteatedin the Thirtieth General Assembly 
the failure of the bill introduced by Hon. 
licnrv Manistre,” ete. 

In the second chapter, entitled, “Earnings 
und. Expenses,”? the Labor Commissioner at- 
lacks the statement that the American Jab- 
over has little, if any just cause, for com- 
plaint on the ground of inadequate remun— 
eration for labor.“ 

In answer] he says that 97 out of the 147 re- 
turns received from families declare 
that for the last five years earnings 
have not covered expenses, and that 
in reviewing this question a full statement is 
jot always made.Secretary Evarts,in his report 
of labor in Europe for 1878, gave wages and 
price of living, but not the value of the pro- 
duet of labor. The capital emploved in manu- 
facturing in this State in 1878 was $100,000,000; 
the material used, 150,000,000; Wages, $40,- 
000,000; market value of the products over 
$250,000,000, In other Words, the value of 

the products of labor was nearly seven times 
-reater than the wages paid; that is, labor 
received less than seventeen 

cnt of its earnings, Or, 

put it in another form, the value 

of the said material and wages combined was 

loss by 370,000,000 than the market value of 

the productsjof labor.

ZOLA AT HOME. 


What the Popular French Novelist 
Thinks of English Literateurs. 
From the St. James Gazette. 

From the extremely modern character of 
M. Zola’s novels it is natural to expect to 
find him living in a house furnished after the 
latest Parisian fashion, and its walls hung 
with pictures by the most resolute ‘timpres- 
sionist” painters. But no supposition could 
ze more erroneous. Japan and the Middle 
Ages have had far more to do with furnish- 
ink M. Zola’s fine country house at Medant 
than the boulevard upholsterers. The house 
is of red brick, with towers, and from asteep 
hillside looks down upon low-lying meadows 
through which the Seine wanders, shaded by 
long lines of gray poplars and alders. After 
Loing up and down, to right and left at least 
half a dozen little staircases lined with Japan- 
ese ornaments and draperies, you are shown 
into a room which, from its immense size and 
enormous window, looks like a palnter’s stu- 
dio. The first things that catch the eye are 
the large **medixval” tables and bookstands; 
then the Turkisb and Japanese lamps outside 
contrasting strangely with the green French 
landseape. 

At first you do not see the distinguished 
occupant of the room, but now he rises from 
a huge sofa placed next to the open window 
and advancesto meet you. M. Zola is of me- 
dium height and rather stout; the square 
shoulders and thick neck indicate the deter- 
mination of the man; the face would be or- 
dinary enough were it not for a most brilliant 
pair of black eyes. The first impression is 
thatof acold and distant man, but that soon 
wears off. When the first words of explana- 
tion were over M. Zola took up a book from 
the table beside him and showing me the title 
said, **Yousee What Lam reading“ It was 
“Adam Bede.“ 1 had not to ask his opinion 
for he went on at once: 

‘*You know | care little for the modern 
English novel; it seems to me to have trans- 
formed itself from the hard, analytical study 
of men and their passions intothe sentimen- 
tal tract. But bere,“ he said, tapping the 
book with a Japanese dugger which served as 
a paper-knife, “all is different; how clear the 
reasoning from cause to effect—how superior 
to the amorous story-telling of George Sand! 
I wish you had come tosee me to-morrow or 
the day after, for Ihave not yet finished the 
first volume. With what I have read I am 
enchanted. Eliot is the English Flaubert, 
and greater praise than that is not in my 
power to give. I compare ber to Flaubert, 
because of the wonderful perfection of phrase 
und the exquisite sense of reality. In her 
descriptions, be it landscape or interior, 
she at once seizes the principal line, 
avoiding cataloguing and enumerating. The 
descriptions in her work ure only used to 
preseut the personage more vividlyto the 
reader, not to display rhetorical skill. From 
what I have read I like her better than Dick- 
ens. You English have an unbounded ad- 
iniration for vour magical story teller: be is 
that certainly, but nothing more. Ile never 
quits hold of you; if be did,for « moment 
only, everything would crumble into dust, 
for it is only the intensity of his emotion that 
keeps alive the airy creatures of his fancy. 
There are no large and broad developments 
of character like those in Balzac; his vaga- 
bonds are those of Dennery—the sentimental 
puppets we see in all the boulevard dramas.” 

„Aud Thackeray?” I askea. 

„Ab! Thackeray I like better, and I sup- 
pose all of you in England, outside the or- 
dinary public, like bim better. But I find 
him more difficult to understand than any of 
the others: he is so entirely English that 
sometimes I find it bard to follow him. But 
he appears to me to be more of a satirist 
than a novelist; and I cannot help thinking of 
Swift when I read him,” 

You must hear M. Zola talk to appreciate 
the interest he takes not only in French but 
in all literature. He tells you what the Rus- 
sians, Italians, English oad German novelists 
are doing, and where they succeed and fail, 
with a wonderful critical insight.

Kirkup & Sons, 
corner of Pearl and Ludlow, to witness test 
experiments made with his steam cooking ap- 

aratus by Dr. Silsbee, which is de ed to 

e used in connection with the Holly steam 
heating system. It is safe to Say that there 
were none present, even those who had been, 
as their gray hairs testified, st under the 
regime of madame, the do economist, 
who were not astonished by the results. By 
means of superheated steam, atwelve-pound 
roast was thoroughly * two 
hours and ten minutes, beefstcak was cooked 
in five minutes, biscuit were baked in twenty 
minutes, and potatoes in twenty-eight, and 
onions were boiled in their own juices in an 
incredibly shorttime.

tome has undoubtedly lost color and 
picturesqueness by becoming the capital of 
the Italy and ceasing to be the capital of the 
States of the Chureh. Yet there is enough 
left to del ght the eye at every turn. Church- 
men ofevery color, from black to scarlet, 
wander singly or in groups about the streets 
or sit under the trees of the Villa Borghese. 
S»rdinian sailors in short, black kilts, white 
bagcy trowsers and cape, whose ends fall 
gracefully on their shoulders, linger on the 
bricge of St. Angelo. The peasant women 
still wear the costume with which the sketch- 
books of a thousand artists have made every 
one familiar. The models wear the same 
dress only atrifle more elaborate. You will 
see a score of them in a walk of afew .hun- 
dred yards up the Via Sistina. Even the city 
women of the poorer classes have partly 
modified the costume, and carry their 
bight shawls as if they were drapery. Then 
there are the jaunty Italian officers and the 
riflemen with their marvelous hats, bearing 
cock’s feathers on thecrown. Now and then 
there comes a Capuchin in brown, with san- 
daled feet, or a policeman with a cocked hat 
and red feather worthy of one of Napoleon’s 
Marshals. The Roman streets do not seem to 
be given over to foreigners like those of Flor- 
ence. Everywhere there are the native Ro- 
mens, With their bright, healthy complexions, 
giving the lie to tales of the unhealthfulness 
of Rome. In few cities do the inhabitants 
have so fine a color. The women are hand- 
some, but show a tendency to grow stout as 
they grow older. Rome is one of the few 
Italian cities where water is good to drink. 
He who has tasted that of the fountain of 
Trevi before he departs will, it is said, come 
back to Rome. This is perhaps only another 
way of saying that whoever has once reached 
the heart of the Imperial city will always 
dream of returning. 


An Eye-Stone’s Wanderings.

The following remarkable incident has just 
come to our knowledge. It would seem al- 
most incredible, were it not forthe absolute 
veracity of the gentleman making the gtate- 
ment.
